At the School Committee Meet¬ 
ing the matter.of a Janitor forth? 
new Vulcan High School, which 
will oe opened within the next two 
or three months, was considered 
and Harry Laroche, the janitor of 
the present Vulcan Public School, 
was transferred to the new build¬ 
ing as janitor. This was done at 
Mr. Laroche’s request, and the 
School Committee authorized the 
placing of an advertisement in the 
Advocate to consider applications 
for Mr. Laroche’s job as janitor ot 
the Vulcan Public School which will 
commence about January 1st. 

The Committee confirmed the 
ordering of new pupil desks and 
furniture for the Vulcan High 
School and also placed an order for 
the stage curtain for the Auditor-^ 
lum. f 

A delegation from the Alston 
district who live on the vanjxnito 
served by Mr. Keenan of Champ¬ 
ion, interviewed the School Com¬ 
mittee in respect to a van prob¬ 
lem in their area. After discussing 
the matter for some time, the
